II would be hard to find, any where 
a better concise summiiiK up of Wood­ 
row Wilson’s 
greatest 
achievement 
than this from the Chicago Tribune: 
“Our chief admiration for Mr. Wil­ 
son is for the manner in 
which he 
drove the war activities once we were 
committed. 
That determination was 
evolved from his character. He used 
conscription. 
He furnished the Allies 
with what they needed— men, money 
and materials in the amounts needed, 
rn 
“Weakness at this time might ha//e 
ruined us. 
A mail less determined to 
have his own way, less impervious to 
what was said of him, 
might 
have 
flinched at conscripting soldiers. 
He 
might have tried to fight the war with 
volunteers. He might even have tried 
to light it with money and materials. 
Ile might have tried Lo spare the na­ 
tion human sacrifices or to limit the 
expenditure of human life. 
“Then we should have entered a 
losing war and have been among the 
losers, just in time to be in the wreck­ 
age. 
Conscription was his big decis­ 
ion and, whether he realized it or not, 
was his most dangerous one. Hughes 
might have had serious 
draft riots. 
From Wilson the people took the draft 
with hardly a murmur, and the war 
was won right then.

There may 
be a little grumbling here and there, 
but most of Latin-America will be 
glad that we have stopped the war 
and the effect of our action is likely to 
be good in a moral as well as a ma­ 
terial sense. It is a healthy and help­ 
ful fact that the United States has 
demonstrated just at this time its will 
and purpose to maintain peace and or­ 
der in that part of the world for which 
civilization holds it responsible.

and Costa Rica In settlement of 
their boundary* dispute, was out­ 
lined in a note dispatched to Pan­ 
ama yesterday. 
Replying to Panama’s vigorous 
protest against Secretary Hughes' 
announcement that the 
arbitral 
award of Chief Justice White must 
be put into effect in its entirety, 
the latest communications, wrhile 
adhering to the previous declara­ 
tion regarding the Pacific end of 
the boundary, opens the door to

MORALS AND THE WAR. 
“Getting Gertie’s Garter” is the title 
of a new play, and it is safe to predict 
for it great success. 
Its name is its 
fortune. 
A name like that is worth 
millions nowadays. 
Not so long ago 
nobody would have thought of giving 
a play 
such a title, hut 
times 
have 
changed. 
“Getting Gertie’s Garter” is 
a play-title perfectly typical of these 
times. 
It is a little more piquant than 
the average, and the alliteration helps 
it somewhat, but there are lots of oth­ 
ers like it, and there are more than a 
few even more suggestive. 
The philosophers and the psycholo­ 
gists and the moralists and the minis­ 
ters and the newspapers afford no sat­ 
isfactory explanation of the condition 
of affairs which renders a play-title 
like “Getting Gertie’s Garter” not only 
permissible 
hut exceedingly 
profit­ 
able. 
Any 
number 
of explanations 
are 
provided 
from 
these 
various 
sources, it is true, hut the explanations 
are as wide apart as the poles. 
The 
most popular of them holds that the 
present moral slump, the most notable 
feature of which is a sharp decline in 
sex morality, is a direct result of the 
war. 
Thus Miss Lillian E. Dimmitt of 
Morningside College in Iowa, who is 
described as 
an 
authority on these 
matters, declares 
that 
the war has 
wrecked our 
pthical 
standards and 
that appalling immorality has resulted 
from the four years of slaughter. Miss 
Dimmitt, it appears, 
is 
inclined 
to 
blame the whole thing on the war, and 
there are a great many other people 
who take the same view of the situa­ 
tion. 
' 
The war did many dreadful things 
to mankind, and 
perhaps its effect 
upon our ethical standards must be 
included among them, though it is al­ 
most certain that in this respect the 
war’s sad aftermath did more damage 
than the war itself. 
But it is hardly 
fair to blame either the war or its 
aftermath for Die very airy and filmy 
and flimsy state of mankind’s morals 
at present. 
Before the war came we 
were already headed along the path 
that we are now treading. 
The Louis­ 
ville Courier-Journal 
has 
taken the 
trouble to go back to the old files of 
1914 and it finds them full of discus­ 
sions of the moral 
laxity 
then pre­ 
vailing. 
It finds them full of refer­ 
ences to tango teas, fast cabarets and 
lounge lizards; and, most interesting 
of all, it finds certain utterances of 
Prof. Hugo Munsterberg of Harvard 
in which the learned doctor viewed 
with alarm the terrible relaxation of 
moral standards 
and 
declared that 
nothing except the moral purification 
resulting from a great war could save 
the nation from complete decadence.

Of most of the other appoint­ 
ments so far announced, the less said 
the better. 
The president has not hesitated to 
distribute some of the choicest of the 
early crop plums among his personal 
friends—-men who 
have no possible 
claim upon the American 
people be­ 
yond the fact that 
they 
have 
been 
chums of the president. 
Dr. Sawyer 
of Marion, Ohio, has long been Mr. 
Harding’s family physician. 
Doubt­ 
less he is a good doctor and doubtless 
Mr. Harding is wise in taking him to 
Washington so that he can look after 
the presidential health. 
But to take him from civil life and 
make him a Brigadier General in the 
army in face of the fact that during 
the war he remained in private prac­ 
tice while thousands 
of 
physicians, 
just as good probably as he, answered 
the call and served in the face of the 
enemy, not one of whom attained the 
rank given this man who remained 
at home and profited from his private 
practice, is, to say the least, unjust. 
The republicans 
raised a terrible 
howl when President 
Wilson 
made 
Dr. Grayson a Rear Admiral in the 
navy, even though the latter was al­ 
ready a navy officer, and his advance­ 
ment to the 
rank 
of 
admiral was 
merely a promotion in the service in 
which he had been for years. 
There 
is no parallel in the two cases. Even 
the Boston •Transcript, a dyed-in-the 
wool 
republican 
paper,

“ sticks in its craw.” 
Another Marion man who has land­ 
ed a good job for no other reason than
